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SAN DIEGO — A major Vatican | 
document, issued Feb. 10, calling 
racism blasphemy against God, comes 
at “‘an opportune time because the Ku 
Klux Klan has risen its ugly head of 
racism in.our local communities and is 
perpetuating its mentality through the 
Skinhead gangs,’’ said Bishop Leo T. 
Maher. 

“The hatred and violence of the 
Skinheads is inflicting a new plague (of 
racism) in our communities. It is a 
plague that must be eradicated for it 
seeks to destroy the dignity of the 
human person,” he said. 

As the document, ‘‘The Church and 
Racism: Towards a More Fraternal 
Society’’ by the Pontifical Commission 
for Peace and Justice, states, Bishop 
Maher said, ‘‘ ‘No human group ... 
can boast of having natural superiority 
over other or of exercising any 
discrimination that affects the basic 
rights of the human person.’ ”’ 

The document calls anti-Semitism 
“the -most tragic form that racist 
ideology has assumed in our century”’ 
and notes that certain organizations, a 
reference to such groups as the KKK 
and the Skinheads, ‘‘keep alive the 
anti-Semite racist myth ... .”’ 

Bishop Maher urged the more than 
400,000 Catholics in San Diego and 
Imperial counties to examine their 
consciences, even for subtle forms of 
prejudice, “‘to overcome racism and 
thus to foment peace in our world and 
achieve greater justice in our 
communities.”’ 

The 16,000-word document says the 
church ‘‘wants first and foremost to 
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Vatican document to serve as laity handbook

ALCALA PARK — Pope John Paul 
II’s recently issued document on the laity 
will serve as a guide and handbook for the 
spiritual development and activities of the 
‘laity in ‘‘their empowerment through the 
church to serve humanity and the church 
itself,’ according to Bishop Leo T. 
Maher. 

The 200-page apostolic exhortation, 
‘‘The Vocation and the Mission of the 
Lay Faithful in the Church and in the 
World,’’ was made public by the Vatican 
Jan. 30 (Southern Cross, Feb. 9). 

The exhortation calls for improved 
religious formation of Catholics, a greater 
role for women in the church and a 


stronger Christian witness at all levels of 
society. 

It draws on Vatican II documents and 
the 54 final propositions voted on by 
delegates to the October 1987 Synod of 
Bishops in Rome. 

Bishop Maher told Southern Cross he will 
discuss methods of implementing the 
exhortation with the Diocesan Pastoral 
Council, the bishop’s advisory body, at its 
Feb. 18 meeting. ‘‘It’s (the laity’s) 
document,”’ he said. 

The bishop said the exhortation will be 
the subject of his presentations to clergy 
and lay groups and will be used by 
various diocesan departments and lay 
commissions. 

He noted some key sections in the 
document that explain the lay faithful’s 


vocation to holiness, to evangelize and to 
promote the social teachings of the 
church. 

The pope speaks of the lay faithful as 
those ‘‘ ‘clothed with Christ in the 
anointing of the sacraments to promote 
the kingdom of God,’ ’’ Bishop Maher 
said. This mission flows from their 
communion wth God and with ‘‘ ‘their 
brothers and sisters in the Lord.’ ”’ 

The bishop said the document, which 
underscores the lay faithful’s-role as ‘‘ ‘a 
leaven in society and in the church,’ ”’ 
will reinforce the evangelization program, 
““Minister to One Another,’’ soon to be 
introduced in the diocese. 

He said the document asks the laity, 
empowered by the Holy Spirit, to exercise 
“‘to the fullest their Christian powers, that 


are often repressed and buried, to 
evangelize the church and the world,’’ 
giving special attention to the needs of 
various cultures. 

Bishop Maher also pointed out that the 
document places on Christian families the 
responsibility to foster priestly, religious 
and lay vocations, especially to the 
missions. The diocese has. long 
emphasized this aspect of evangelization, 
he added. 

He said the exhortation’s emphasis on 
the ‘‘ ‘inviolability of human life,’ ”’ 
which is based on the fundamental right 
to life, calls for a determined effort in the 
diocese to present the social teachings of 
the church in Catholic high schools,

SAN DIEGO — During February, 
designated as Black History Month, black 
Catholics at Christ the King Church are 
focusing on their identity and culture, 
thus implementing the first section of the 
National Black Catholic Pastoral Plan, 
according to Deacon Marvin Threatt of 
that parish. 

He is chairman of the diocesan Black 
Catholic Commission which is 
implementing the plan, developed by the 
National Black Catholic Congress ‘‘as a 
tool for evangelization in the black 
community,’’ Deacon Threatt said.

Part of our evangelization is to share 
our gifts and contribute to the faith life of 
the whole church,”’ he continued, adding 
that churches in the San Diego diocese are 
“open to black spirituality’? and invite 
the diocesan Gospel Choir and Christ the 
King’s gospel choir to sing at their 
liturgies. 

Deacon Threatt said the Black Catholic 
Commission will also address the third 
phase of the black pastoral plan which 
calls for outreach programs to alleviate 
social problems such as _ poverty, 
unemployment and homelessness.

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Some support for your faith 


Back in the 1970s I recall a homily in which the priest 
lambasted those Catholics who were not at Mass. I 
overheard someone say afterwards that he was missing his 
audience, for he was obviously speaking to those who 
were there. 

Not wanting to miss my audience during Catholic Press 
Month, I will not stress all the points why Catholics 
should be reading Southern Cross and other Catholic 
newspapers, magazines and books. For if you are reading 
this column, it’s a safe bet you are a frequent reader of at 
least this paper and perhaps other Catholic periodicals as 
well. 

Hopefully, you have found benefit in your diocesan 
newspaper and other Catholic publications and books, 
gaining new knowledge about the church, being better 
informed on crucial issues from a Catholic perspective, 
gaining new insights in growing in and living out your 
faith and being a more active Catholic because you are a 
more informed Catholic. 

This month’s observance provides the opportunity to 
talk about the future of the Catholic press, particularly 
diocesan newspapers. Many of the ' diocesan newspapers 
struggle for readership and financial support in an age of 
electronic media. Those of you who read this paper as 
well as other Catholic publications and secular 
newspapers are a growing minority compared to those 
who rely solely on TV for their news. 

Now add the VCR to the television set and there goes 
less reading time. The Catholic press is getting further 
down on the family reading priority list, if it is even there 
at all. 

We appreciate our loyal readers, but we must try to 
attract new ones of all age groups. At the same time we 


have to increase the readership and financial support of 
those who already receive the diocesan newspaper in their 
homes. 

Many of those persons are among those who were a' 
one time added to our mailing list by their parishes to 
support their members with Catholic reading, much like 
organizations that provide their members. with a 
supportive publication. 

Southern Cross, like many other diocesan newspapers, is 
supported by a parish circulation plan. And this is a myth 
that needs to be dispelled among some of those who 
receive this paper. It is not free. If those who receive the 
paper in their homes don’t pay the $15 a year subscription 
fee when they are billed, then their parish pays for it. If 
people pick up the paper at Mass, the parish is paying for 
It. 

It might seem a bit unfair — and it is a strain on many 
parishes — but it has proven to be the only way to ensure 
enough finances to publish a diocesan newspaper and get 
it to as many Catholics as possible. 

Those who have not made a payment to the paper can 
help us and their parish by doing so. Those picking up the 
paper at church can help us, their parish and, we hope, 
themselves by subscribing. 

The paper needs the financial support of those readers 
so it can continue to support them in living out and 
growing in their Catholic faith. And that will also 
financially benefit the parishes as well. 


‘Buckle up Bundy: It’sthelaw’ 


‘‘Buckle Up Bundy: It’s The Law,’’ duplicates one of the 
placards held by persons gathered outside the Florida State 
Prison on Jan. 24 to witness the death of Theodore (Ted) R. 
Bundy. 

Bundy died early in the morning at the prison, having 
been pronounced dead after 2,000 volts of electricity surged 
through his body for one minute. 

In a 1986 interview with the The New York Times, Bundy 
said: ‘‘If anyone considers me a monster, that’s just 
something they’ll have to confront in themselves ... . For 
people to want to condemn someone, to dehumanize 
someone like me is a very popular and effective, 
understandable way of dealing with a fear and athreat that is 
incomprehensible.’’ 

Perhaps Bundy’s remarks were on target as one assesses 
the 500 people gathered outside the prison to ‘‘witness’’ his 
execution who cheered upon receiving the signal of Bundy’s 
death. 

Clearly, the crowd, representative here of many across 
the nation, came to ‘‘applaud’’ the death of Ted Bundy. As 
one spectator remarked, ‘‘Some of us have waited 11 years 
for this moment.”’ 

Another spectator remarked, ‘‘He thought he was so 
clever, so smart, that he could get away with his crimes. He 
was laughing at society in court with all his legal 
maneuvering and delays.” 

There is no question that Bundy’s own statement about 
being a ‘‘monster’’ isunnervingly accurate. He left atrail of 
murder that took the lives of 30 or more women across the 
United States, a spree that began in Seattle in February 
1974. 

He usually throttled his victims, and then sexually abused 
and mutilated them before disposing of their bodies in 
remote areas. 

This agonizing and chilling case raises significant moral 
questions. 

First: In 1980, the U.S. bishops issued a Statement on 
Capital Punishment. 
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This statement clearly teaches that it is morally 
unsatisfactory and socially destructive for criminals to go 
unpunished. However, the forms and limits of punishment 
must go beyond the mere inflicting of injury. 

Second: The state bears responsibility for the protection 
of its citizens. The state’sustains the right and the duty to 
prevent violent criminal behaviors and thus it does have the 
right to impose lifetime imprisonment. 

As the statement-ofthe U.S. bishops indicates, however, 
the state does not hold the right toinflict the death penalty; as 


Chapter 7 of St. Matthew’s Gospel warrants, there is no 


final human judgment on sin and error. Ultimate 
judgement rests with God alone (see also Matthew 25:31-46 
and Romans 12:19). 

Third: There is no simple solution to the problems of 
crime and violence. Vengeance, however, is morally 
inadmissible on Christian grounds, and capital punishment 
reduces our shared dignity as human persons and violates 
our professed respect for human life. 

Fourth: The dying Christ did not ask his Father to kill his 
executioners, but rather to forgive them (Lk. 23:34). Evilin 
whatever form, then, must not be a reason which justifies 
more evil. 

The thrust of New Testament texts (see, e.g., St. 
Matthew, Chapters 5 and 6) counsels prayer for one’s 
enemies and persecutors so that the power of the ‘“‘enemy”’ 
will be destroyed. 

There is no simple solution to the problems of crime and 
senseless violence. But it is necessary to recall that God only 
is the Lord of life.

Priest nabs 
alleged thief

SAN DIEGO — A local transient 
caught stealing a 6-foot cross from Our 
Lady of the Rosary Church on Feb. 6 was 
nabbed not by the police, but by a priest 
and a bystander. 

The man, Richard Alan Ferris, 28, was 
charged with grand theft, (pertaining to 
the monetary value of the cross), said Bill 


Robinson, sénior public information 
officer of the San Diego Police 
Department. 


Grand theft is a felony crime and Ferris 
can ‘‘expect to do hard time — meaning 
in confinement,’’ said Robinson. 

The cross, valued at about $1,800 was 
taken from the church altar just before 
noon, and as Ferris fled the scene, he 
dropped the cross, breaking only the 
corpus. 

Father Louis Lenssen, CRSP, associate 
pastor, who saw Ferris drop the cross and 
flee, drove after the transient. About two 
or three blocks later, with the assistance of 
a bystander, the man was apprehended 
and held until police arrived. 

Father Lenssen said he does not think 
of his actions as something out of the 
movies. ‘‘I didn’t look at it like that at all. 
I just wanted to make sure there wouldn’t 
be any more problems.”’ 

Father Lenssen said Ferris had been 
seen around the church before but did not 
know why he would take the cross. ‘‘He 
wanted to make a point, whatever it 
was,”’ the priest said. 

Police spokesman Robinson said Ferris 
“indicated to officers he disliked religious 
symbols and religious persons.”’

compiled and submitted to the U.S. 
bishops, said Daughters of Wisdom Sister 
Joan Kobe, diocesan consultant for adult 
catechesis and for the Diploma Program. 

Although the document restates the 
church’s teaching that the ordained 
priesthood is reserved for men, it calls for 
greater involvement of women in the 
church. 

‘“‘Without discrimination women 
should be participants in the life of the 
church, and also in consultation and the 
process of coming to decisions,’’ the 
exhortation states. 

Sister Kobe said that except for 
ordination the document expresses ‘‘what 
American women are asking for.”’ 

It upholds the dignity of women, based 
on the dignity of the human person, she 
said, adding this concept demands an 
attitudinal change in both men and 
women.

VATICAN CITY — When Pope John 
Paul II addressed the issue of new lay 
movements in his recently released 
apostolic exhortation on the 1987 world 
Synod of Bishops, he showed that the 
Vatican sees great promise in their 
spiritual efforts. 

The pope said they could be “‘precious 
help’’ in bolstering faith in a secularized 
world. 

Debate on the movements during the 
1987 synod on the laity was drawn 
between those concerned about keeping 
them in line with hierarchical authority 
and those who saw a need for the “‘new 
wine’’ of the movements in the old 
wineskin of church structure. 

While Pope John Paul made it amply 
clear that he believes the movements 
should remain faithful to the church’s 
magisterium, or teaching authority, and 
its leaders, he emphasized the notion of a 
‘new era’? of lay endeavor in his 
exhortation, ‘‘Christifideles Laici: The 
Vocation and the. Mission of the Lay 
Faithful in the Church and in the 
World,”’ released Jan. 30. 

The label ‘‘new movements’’ is applied 
to quite diverse phenomena: the 
charismatic renewal, Schonstatt, the 


Neocatechumenal Way, Focolare, and 
Communion and Liberation. Along with 
these international groups are countless 
other local, national and _ regional 
associations. 

What they all share is a more loosely 
defined relationship with the church 
hierarchy than traditional lay 
organizations such as Catholic Action and 
the Knights of Columbus. 

In the four synod propositions 
concerning new movements, delegates 
stressed the issue of authority. 

New movements ‘‘ought to have room 
to advance, where there is need, after 
informing the bishop and giving due 
consideration to the governance of the 
diocese or région,’’ said Proposition 14. 

Proposition 15 outlined those 
authorized to judge the movements: local 
bishops, regional conferences and the 
Vatican in cases of international groups. 
It asked the pope for some type of formal 
approval of international movements, a 
request now being studied by the 
Pontifical Council for the Laity. 

In Proposition 16 the synod suggested 
criteria for judging the movements, 
including: 

— ‘‘Founders and_ associates (of 
movements) are bound above all to 
subject themselves to the authority of the 
legitimate local pastors and the supreme

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pontiff” and be ‘‘always ready to 
cooperate’’ in carrying out pastoral plans. 

— “In a special way they ought to 
recognize and honor’’ dioceses and 
parishes. 

— Public activities by movement 
members must be distinguished from 
activities by the local church community. 

Proposition 17 said movements ‘‘must 
look with trust toward the clergy,’’ 
particularly those who advise or counsel 
them. 

While not ignoring the concerns of the 
local churches, in his apostolic 
exhortation the pope chose to emphasize 
the promise of a ‘‘new era of group 
endeavors of the lay faithful.’’ 

The new movements can _ help 
transform society and at the same time 
serve as a ‘‘precious help’’ for individuals 
seeking to remain Christian in the midst 
of a secularized world, he said.

SAN JUAN BAUTISTA, Calif. — The 
U.S. bishops’ process of writing a pastoral 
letter on women “‘is aimed at trying to see 
where pain is and trying to alleviate it,”’ 
said Bishop Thomas J. Grady of Orlando, 
Fla. 

The bishop, who is a member of the 
committee drafting the letter, said one of 
the most frequent requests women make to 
the committee was that they be taken 
seriously. 

Thousands of women said they wanted 
acknowledgment that they are ‘‘fully 
independent human beings who should be 
treated according to their personal qualities 
rather than according to stereotypes.”’ 

The bishop discussed progress on the 
pastoral’s second draft at a meeting 
sponsored by the U.S. bishops’ Committee 
on Women in Society and in the Church.

Catholic Church workers involved in 
Hispanic ministry said after a weeklong 
meeting in Cuba that they saw prospects 
for a future restoration of ‘‘full rights to 
the church there. 

The statement of the group, issued 
Feb. 4 in Havana in English and Spanish, 
was distributed in New York by the 
Northeast Hispanic Catholic Center. 

‘‘We observe with joy and hope the 
progress of the church-state dialogue,’’ 
said the visitors from the United States. 
“‘We have been able to confirm the 
relaxing of tensions in these past few 
years. 


Fetal tissue research 
to mean new industries 


DALLAS — If the U.S. government 
starts funding research into medical uses 
of fetal tissue, it risks ‘‘creating industries 
dependent upon the aborting of millions 
of babies,’’ a medical ethicist told about 
150 North American bishops gathered in 
Dallas. 

Janet E. Smith, a professor at the 
University of Notre Dame, told the 
bishops that recent moves toward 
approval of such research raise troubling 
moral questions about complicity in 
abortion and the possibility of women or 
clinics trafficking in human tissue. 

She said it was no exaggeration to 
compare such practices with immoral 
medical experiments in Nazi Germany. 


Composer John Michael 
Talbot wed Feb. 17 


EUREKA SPRINGS, Ark. — Bishop 
Andrew J. McDonald of Little Rock, 
Ark., will preside at the Feb. 17 wedding 
of composer-author John Michael Talbot 
and Viola Pratka, a leader in the monastic 
community Talbot founded. 

The wedding was’ scheduled to take 
place at the Little Portion Franciscan 
hermitage in Eureka, Springs, where 
Talbot and other third-order Franciscans 
live. The community is made up of both 
celibate and married people. 

Talbot, who was a member of a rock 
band and had a career as a Christian 
musician before converting to 
Catholicism, is also author. of a number of 
books on spirituality. Pratka is a former 
Religious. 


Bishop attacks fear 
and hatred of foreigners 
CORPUS CHRISTI, Texas — The 


United States needs immigrants and 
doesn’t need the xenophobia and racial 
and ethnic prejudice that ‘‘will surely 
endanger’’ the nation’s future, Bishop 
Rene H. Gracida told Corpus Christi 
Catholics on Ash Wednesday. 

In a Feb. 8 pastoral statement, the 
bishop attacked the fear and hatred of 
foreigners known as xenophobia and 
warned that immigration is an important 
participant in economic growth. 

“I do not believe that it is possible to 
‘secure our borders’ as some constantly 
demand,”’’ he wrote. ‘‘But, on the other 
hand, I am not in favor of permitting an 
unlimited number of people to come into 
the U.S. as immigrants or refugees. I do 
believe that we need to reform our 
immigration laws.”’ 


Interfaith coalition asks 
Bush to reduce hunger 


WASHINGTON — Three leaders of 
the nation’s Catholic bishops have joined 
in an appeal by an interfaith coalition of 
religious officials asking President Bush 
for ‘‘bold new efforts to reduce hunger.’’ 

The three — Archbishops John L. 
May of St. Louis and Roger M. Mahony 
of Los Angeles, and Auxiliary Bishop 
Joseph M. Sullivan of Brooklyn, N.Y. — 
commented in a letter to Bush released 
Feb. 6 by Bread for the World, an 
ecumenical anti-hunger organization. 

Archbishop May is president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
and its public policy twin, the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, while Archbishop 
Mahony is chairman of the USCC 
Committee on Internation] Policy and 
Bishop Sullivan chairs the USCC 
Committee on Domestic Policy. 


USCC backs measure 
for parental leave law 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
Catholic Conference has backed federal 
parental leave legislation as a ‘“‘long 
overdue’? and modest ‘‘pro-family’’ 
measure. ; 

Sharon Daly, USCC director for 
Domestic Social Development, told a 
Washington news conference Feb. 7 that 
the measure ‘‘is very modest’’ and does 
not require paid leave or lengthy leave, 
she said.‘‘On the other hand, the bill 
would be a significant step forward in 


family policy.”’ 


The bill, the Family and Medical 
Leave Act, H.R. 770, introduced in 
Congress Feb. 2, would allow workers 
unpaid time off, without risk to their jobs, 
to care for newborn, newly adopted or 
seriously ill children or elderly parents, or 
for recuperation from severe health 
problems suffered by the worker directly.

change racist attitudes, including those 
within her own, communities.”’ 


The document also condemns 
apartheid and calls on Christians and all 
persons of good will to work to eradicate 
that system of segregation. 


Bishop Maher said, ‘‘Apartheid, and 
in fact all forms of racism, is a sin of and 
against the human person and not only 
must be condemned but must be 
overcome.’’ 

He pointed out that the document 
identifies ‘‘institutional racism’’. as the 
most obvious form of racism today. 

The document calis it “the regime of 
apartheid or of ‘separate development,’ ”’ 
and it is ‘“‘sanctioned by the constitution 
and laws of a country. ... This regime in 
the Republic of South Africa has long 
been characterized by a radical segrega- 
tion in vast areas of public life ... .”’ 


The document, signed by French 
Cardinal Roger Etchegaray, president of 
the Pontifical Commission ‘‘Institia et 
Pax,’’ was dated Nov. 3, 1988, the feast 
of St. Martin of Porres, but made public 
Feb. 10. Pope John Paul II asked the 
commission to issue the document ‘‘to 
help enlighten and awaken consciences 
about this major concern.”’ 

Bishop Maher said there are two 
fundamental statements in the document: 
“In order firmly to reject (racism) and 
eradicate racist behavior of all sorts from 
our societies as well as mentalities that 
lead to it, we must hold strongly to 
conviction about the dignity of every 


, human person and the unity of the human 
family. Morality flows from these 
_convictions.”’ 

He said the document strongly 
emphasizes the necessity and the role of 
schools in enabling people to form a non- 
racist conscience. 

““*There must be a persuasion and 
education coupled with the will to

bishop as well as a ‘“‘filial relationship to 
the pope, in total adherence to the belief 
that he is the perpetual and visible center 
of unity in the universal church.’’ 

The pope was quite specific about the 
‘fruits’? by which these criteria should be 
verified: renewed appreciation of prayer, 
contemplation and the liturgy; increased 
vocations to marriage, the priesthood and 
religious life; participation in church 
activities on local, national and 
international levels; a commitment to 
catechesis; a dedication to charitable, 
cultural and spiritual works; a spirit of 
detachment and evangelical poverty; and 
a record of conversions among the 


unchurched and the lapsed. 


This can only come as good news to 
movement leaders, who in_ general 
emphasize these points. 


For example the Neocatechumenal 
Way, founded by Spaniard Kiko Arguello 
in 1964 in a Madrid slum, is parish- 
based, stresses liturgy and catechesis, and 
has a lay missionary program aimed at 
revitalizing spiritual life in poor 
neighborhoods. It is ardently devoted to 


the pope, who reciprocates the 
appreciation, and it has opened a 
seminary in Rome which has 200 


seminarians in only its second year of 
operation.

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respect other ethnic groups ... . Racism 
will disappear from the legal texts of 
school books only when it dies in people’s 
hearts,’ ’’ Bishop Maher said, quoting 
from the document. 

The document alludes specifically to 
the ‘‘extensive educational system”’ in the 
Catholic Church in the United States and 
the declarations of the U.S. bishops in 


trying to eradicate racism. 


““The church’s doctrine affirms it with 
no less vigor: all racist theories are 
contrary to Christian faith and love. And 
yet, in sharp contrast to this growing 
awareness of human dignity, racism still 
exists and continually reappears in 
different forms,’’ the document states.
